Upon further careful review of applicants' arguments filed June 18, 2009, the examiner 
agrees that the prior art of record fails to expressly disclose or fairly render obvious the signal 
processor arrangement described in independent claim 1, wherein a functional block from a 
plurality of functional blocks that each perform a specific function of the signal processor 
receives instructions from a processing unit that instruct the function block to transmit debugging 
information over at least two separate dedicated paths to at least two separate inputs of a 
selection multiplex output block outside of (separate from) the functional block, in the context of 
the remaining features recited in claim 1 .
